LONDON, Aug. 10 (AP).—The 
Air Ministry announced tonight that 
munitions factories at Cologne and 
Ludwigshafen, near Mannheim, in 
Germany, were heavily damaged 
and set afire in sustained attacks 
by strong forces of British bombing 
planes last night. Nearly 15 tons 
of high-explosive and _ incendiary 
bombs were reported to have been 
dropped in Cologne alone. 

The announcement followed a 
day of group attacks by power- 
diving German bombers, spraying 
machine-gun fire and dropping 
whistling bombs on British coasts 
and shipping. The British ex- 
pressed belief the attacks were 
primarily “terror” raids. 

In addtion to assaults in Ger- 
many, British bombers carried out 
day and night raids on the Guern- 
sey airdrome in the German-occu- 
pied channel islands yesterday and 
started several fires, the Air Min- 
istry communique said.

Broadcast to U. S. Says 
Englana Can = Avert 
‘Serious Food Shortage’ 
by Easing Blockade.

BERLIN, Aug. 10 (AP). — Nazis 


are pressing a propaganda cam-| 


paign designeac ‘*o place on the 
British blockade responsibility for 
any famine in Europe next winter. 

“Who in England has the right 
to speak of the necessity on the 
part of Hitler to supply relief to 
the peoples of the countries he has 
occupied?” asked a propaganda 
broadcaster who uses the air name 
Okay. 

“There is no necessity. There is 
no obligation—neither legal nor 
moral.” 

The broadcast today was ad- 
dressed especially to the United 
States. 

Easing of Blockade Suggested. 

Broadcaster Okay suggested that 
Great Britain could avert “a serious 
food shortage” without aiding Ger- 


many by loosening the European 


blockade. 

Referring to a British statement 
that sending food to conquered 
France would relieve Hitler of the 
necessity of supplying like relief 
to the peoples of occupied coun- 
tries, Okay commented: 

“Now, who in the world ever ex- 
pected a victor to provide his ene- 
mies or former enemies with 
food?” 

(The British have charged that 
Germany's armies, invading Nor- 
way, Denmark, The Netherlands, 
Belgium and France have  ap- 
propriated large stocks of food to 
insure Germany’s own self-suffici- 
ency, leaving the conquered peoples 
to fend for themselves.) 

Optimism Over German Crops. 

The German press, 
harvest prospects, said Germany 
itself was assured an adequate 
winter food supply and that Ger- 
man surveys of Balkan crops in- 
dicate that, “while they are not 


record-breakers,” they will be more. 
than sufficient to feed the south-/ 


east, 

The press’s optimism over Ger- 
many’s and the Balkans’ winter 
larder did not extend to the Ger- 
man-occupied lands, especially the 
Low Countries and France which, 
the press argued, are being pinched 
by the British blockade. 


The press said that Germany’s | 
first obligation was toward Ger-| 


mans and, while it would be actu- 
ated to some degree by humani- 
tarian motives, it could not be ex- 
pected to be too greatly concerned 
over the populations which fought 
Germany and now face need be- 
cause they ruined or neglected 
their farms. 


Rumania Lost Enough Wheat to 
Supply Nazi Import Needs. 

BUCHAREST, Aug. 10 (AP). — 
Wheat, barley and rye crops large 
enough to cover virtually all of 
Germany's import needs were re- 
moved from the Nazis’ easy reach 
by Soviet Russia’s annexation of 
the Rumanian provinces of Bessa- 
rabia and Northern Bucovina, the 
Rumanian Institute of Business Re- 
search disclosed today in a statis- 
tical survey. 

The Russian territorial seizure 
more than wipes out Rumania’s 
usual export surpluses of those 
three grains as well as of corn with 
which Rumania ordinarily could 
supp'y half the German needs, the 
institute disclosed. 

The institute's figures gave the 
nation’s crop loss from the Russian 
move as 35 per cent of the nation’s 
wheat, 38 per cent of barley, 53 per 
cent of rye and 23 per cent of corn.

Registration is not very impor- 
tant of itself, except for protection 
of the registrant.

Classification Method. 

After the registration, which dis- 
closes the whole number of men in 
each community from whom sol- 
diers are to be selected, the next 
step is “classification.”

The largest force 
is that of Argentina, with 470 
ships, of which 300 are rated as 
second-line. In order come Brazil, 
with 214 ships; Chile and Mexico, 
100 each; Colombia, 90; Peru, 80; 
Uruguay, 45; Venezuela, 30; Bo- 
livia, 20; Honduras, 19; and Cuba, 
16. Only a small proportion con- 
sists of combat craft. Most are ob- 
servation, training and transport 
ships. 

Latin America’s Naval Forces. 

Latin America’s aggregate navy 
fs composed of five battleships, 
dating from 1910, 1914 and 1915; 12 
cruisers, of which three are mod- 
ern: 41 destroyers and 20 subma- 
rines. The most powerful is Chile's 
Almirante Latorre (formerly the 


Canada of the British fleet), which 
was completed in 1915 and refitted 
in 1929-31. It has a main armament 
of 10 14-inch guns, a tonnage of 
28,000, speed Of 22.75 knots and 
belt armor 10 inches thick. But 
Argentina has the strongest fleet, 
with two battleships, three cruis- 
ers, 16 destroyers, of which seven 
were completed in 1938; and three 
submarines, completed in 1932 and 
1933.

In 
1936 Brazil adopted a naval pro- 
gram calling for the construction 
of two cruisers, nine destroyers, 
eight submarines, six minelayers 
and three oil tankers. Since 1937 
have been completed three subma- 
rines, eight minelayers, three oil- 
ers and five river gunboats. 

Chile’s three cruisers date from 
1894, 1898 and 1902. Of its eight 
destroyers, two were completed in 
1914 and six in 1929. Six of its 
nine submarines were completed in 
1915, and three in 1929. Its most 
modern craft are two oilers and 
one submarine depot ship, complet- 
ed in 1930. The construction of 
two new cruisers was approved in 
1939. Peru boasts two cruisers of 
1906, two destroyers and four sub- 
marines.

Colom- 
bia possesses two modern destroy- 
ers (1932-33), two seagoing gun- 
boats, three coast guard patrol ves- 
sels and four river gunboats.

boats and one of amphibians, has 
160 pilots, 1200 men and 800 re- 
serves. Colombia’s army consists 
of six infantry brigades, reinforced 
by cavalry and field artillery units, 
with a peace strength of 16,000, a 
war strength of 30,000 and reserves 
estimated at 400,000. 

Under the Washington Central 
American conventions of 1923, Costa 
Rica’s standing army is limited to 
500 men, and that of Honduras to 
2500. Guatemala has an active army 
of 5967, consisting of four infan- 
try companies and four artillery 
groups. Nicaragua can parade a 
National Guard of 220 officers and 
3318. men, as well as a two-ocean 
fleet of coastguard patrols for war 
against smugglers.

Appetizing Delicacies 


HAVE dined and wined in my 
day in most every language imag- 


inable, but one evening last week 
I really went to town. The occa- 
sion was a dinner beautifully pre- 
pared and served at the Norwegian 
Pavilion at the New York World's 
Fair. 


Sillefarce, 


I guess the Scandinavian in me 
‘came out that evening, because I 
‘ate and drank everything from 
'\Norsk Koldbord and Aquavit to 
‘Panne Kaker and Arrack Punch. 
In case you do not know what 
Norse Koldbord is we will trans- 
‘late it for you—Norwegian Cold 
Table. This is equivalent to what 
‘we know in French as_ hors 
d'oeuvres, in Italian as antipasto, in 
Swedish as smorgasbord and in our 
language as appetizers. In the days 
of the old Knickerbocker Hotel it 


‘was known as free lunch. 


| And was this Koldbord a table? 
I'll say it was! It was laden with 
the most appetizing delicacies, pre- 
‘pared by John Boyum, the Nor- 
wegian restaurant chef, who is 
famous for his original recipes. 


_ Here are just a few to make your 


mouth water: Laks med egge rore, 
Kjottboller, Silleboller 
and Avkokt kold torsk a la Boyum. 
As for the Aquavit that went with 


‘all this I shan’t attempt to trans- 


late for you. Just take a good 
drink of it and you'll know what 
I mean.

with lobster sauce, a chicken dish 


Chef Boyum was generous enough 
to have printed a number of his 
culinary specialties which were 
handed to the food editors attend- 
ing the Norwegian dinner, with his 
permission to tell our friends about 
them. We haven't room to print 
the entire list of recipes, but have 
picked out the ones most adaptable 
to the home kitchen. 


FISH SOUP (FISKE SUPPE) 


Two quarts fish broth, three 
ounces flour, one r'nt milk, one 
and one-half cups sour cream, one 
teaspoon finely chopped chives, salt 
to taste. 


Make a smooth paste of the 
flour and milk, thinning until milk 
is well mixed into flour. When 
fish broth has been brought to boil, 
add mixture, stirring well to pre- 
vent lumping or sticking. Cook for 
five minutes. Then stir in sour 
cream and chives. Serve with small 
fish balls or diced fish pudding as 
garniture. 


FISH PUDDING WITH LOBSTER 
SAUCE 


It takes three hours to prepare 
fish pudding. The secret of suc- 
cess lies in mixing the ingredients 
well. This recipe calls for patience 
and care, 


One pound codfish, one pound 
haddock, whites of four eggs, two 
teaspoons Norwegian potato flour, 
or one teaspoon cornstarch, one tea- 
spoon salt, pinch ground nutmeg, 
one cup cream, three cups milk, 
one-fourth teaspoon ground white 
pepper. 

Clean fish carefully by scraping 
off skin and removing all bones. 
Put through the fine grinder twice. 
Add white of one egg and grind 
twice. Add all other ingredients 
except milk and cream and grind 
twice more. Put in electric mixer, 
being sure that mixer operates but 
Mix for one-half hour, 


or until fish pudding is like a solid 
custard, dry enough to slice. Note: 
If above recipe is baked in two 
tins, bake for about one hour. 


LOBSTER SAUCE 
Three cups milk, one cup cream, 
one boiled baby lobster, diced or 
shredded; one tablespoon butter, one 
tablespoon flour, heaping, one-half 
cup sherty,'salt and white pepper. 


Heat milk and cream to boiling 
point. Melt tablespoon of butter in 
casserole. Mix flour into butter 
until flour is smooth and well mixed 
with butter. Slowly add the milk 
and cream until mixture is smooth. 
Put diced lobster in a saucepan 
with a little fresh butter and let 
simmer until lobster takes on a lit- 
tle color. Be careful not to let the 
butter burn. Add the half cup of 
sherry to the lobster and a little 
salt and pepper. Let cook until al- 
most dry. Pour cream sauce over 
the lobster and let simmer for five 
minutes. Add more salt and pep- 
per if necessary,

CHICKEN A LA NORWAY 

Three broilers, three teaspoons 
salt, finely chopped parsley, one- 
fourth pound butter, one and one- 
half quarts cream. 

Clean and dry broilers inside as 
well as outside with a clean towel. 
Press down the breastbones. Place 
a ball of butter mixed with parsley 
in each chicken. Salt chicken in- 
side and out. Tie up chickens. 
Place in oven 400 degrees for about 
40 minutes, frequently basting the 
broilers, After removing broilers 
from pan, add the cream to the 
browned butter and mix well. Then 
add the chopped parsley. Cook a 
few minutes. Pour over the chick- 
ens and serve.

First High-Speed, 
Daylight, Color 
Photographs 


new advance in color photography. Taken by Clint 

Murphy, chief Post-Dispatch photographer, with apparatus 
developed by him, they are the first successful daylight color 
photos of high-speed action ever published. 

Heretofore outdoor color action shots have usually been 
made at comparatively slow speeds, because it was too 
difficult to get sufficient exposure for color at higher speeds. 
When exposures were made at much higher speeds, results 
were unsatisfactory, as the film was badly underexposed 
and lacked. color. The Edgerton process developed at 
~Massachusetts Institute of Technology made possible indoor 
action color shots at tremendous speeds, but it cannot be used 
outdoors as the technique of getting an exposure by flashing 
a spark in a dark interior calls for complete exclusion of all 
outside light. 

Murphy, who pioneered the use of synchronized flash 
bulbs in newspaper photography and the taking of indoor 
action at high speeds in black and white by the photographic 
(not electrical) , developed a camera with a specially 

‘built shutter electrically synchronized with flash bulbs to 

oo at speeds in excess of one one-thousandth of a second. 
This enabled him to use bulbs, as many as four to 10, to throw 
additional artificial light on the action subjects (here the divers) 
which show up in shadow in color action shots taken solely by 
means of daylight. The bulbs were standard “daylight” ones, 
which are blue to add the blue lacking in ordinary flash 
bulbs and so match natura! outdoor light.

help Great Britain stave off Nazi invasion 

was the grave issue that confronted the 
Government of the United States last week. The 
question brought to a head by General Pershing in 
a radio address in which he advocated sending at 
least 50 destroyers to England, was. confused by 
loose talk from both sides, but Major George 
Fielding Eliot's analysis in the Post-Dispatch got 
down to the hard facts of the situation. 

The question, as Major Eliot saw it, was simply 
whether or not we could save England by sending 
the destroyers. If, in the judgment of the President, 
these destroyers meant the difference between 
victory and defeat for England, then Major Eliot 
favored sending them at once, as a means of 
insuring our own safety. But there were, he said, 
these considerations carefully to be weighed: 

(1) The destroyers probably would not get to 
England on time, even if we jeopardized our 
neutrality by sending them. It would take some 
time for English crews to learn to handle the ships, 
probably too long for them to take part in resisting 
an invasion this year. If the blitzkrieg against 
England were successful anyway, we might find 
the ships seized by the Germans. 

(2) We might be weakening our own defenses 
for the next 12 months. Contrary to statements by 
some advocates of aid, we do not have a surplus of 
60 World War destroyers, or in fact, any real 
surplus. The navy feels it needs 167 destroyers. It 
has 76 new ones, making it necessary to use 91 of 
the older types. We had 169 of these older ones 
last October, but 49 have been, or will be, 
converted to fast mine layers, small seaplane 
tenders, fast marine force transports, and anti- 
aircraft ships, leaving 120 for fleet duty. That is 
an excess of only 29 over basic needs, but all these 
29 are necessary for reserves and additional 
conversions, Major Eliot argued. 

President Roosevelt and the State Department 
seem to want to transfer the destroyers, and the 
Pershing speech may have been a trial balloon— 
Secretary of State Hull warmly congratulated him 
for it. But the last word will lie with Congress 
because of a 1917 law forbidding such transfers 
which would have to be repealed before the ships 
could be turned over to the British.
